Pau l Dou g las I.ancaster 
Cou nty sh eriff's depu ties 
arrested Pau l Kennedy Satu rday 
nig ht following an intensiv e in­ 
v estig ation resu lting from 
sev eral leads. 


Dou g las .siiid he and sheriff's 
depu ties went to Crete to Udk 
with Kennedy Satu rday ev ening 
Kennedy , an u nemploy ed 
bachelor, was on a Crete street 
and v olu nteered to retu rn to Lin­ 
coln 
Search Warrant 
Early Su nday m orning . 
Dou g las, depu ties and Kennedy 
retu rned to Crete with a search 
warrant obtained from Lan- 
(iister District Ju dg e Herbert 
Ronin for Kennedy ’s one- 
b(*droom sing le story home, 
Dou g las said items named in 
the warrant were fou nd in the 
home. The only item Dou g las 
wou ld identify was a 12-g au g e 
pu mp shotg u n “winch we fetd 
was the weapon u sed in the com- 
mssion of the crime” 


The body of Vajg rt, a retired 
(Yete school sy stem janitor, was 
fou nd by passersby along the 
bank of the dam ^ d. He was 
shot fou r times with a 12-g au g e 
shotg u n. Three spent shells were 
recov ered by depu ties after knee 
hig h g rass was mowed at the 
scene. 
Vajg rt’s billfold was not on his 
body nor was it fou nd when 
depu ties searched the area. 
Dou g las declined to say if it was 
one of the items listed in the 
search warrant 
Shot 4 Times 
Vajg rt was shot once in the 
middle back, once in the rig ht

the leng thy inv estig ation by fjv e 
depu ties working nearly fu ll 
time on the case led to Kennedy . 


Dou g las praised the I,ancaster 
Cou nty Sheriff’s office for the 
many hou rs spent working on 
the case and the “g ood” job they 
had done in the inv estig ation 
which led to the arrest of the 
su spect. 


The cou nty attorney said “a 
lot of indiv idu al information had 
been receiv ed the last three day s 
or so” which resu lted in “more 
pieces of ev idence which the 
sh eriff’s departm ent pu t 
tog ether.

The improv ing statu s of minority g rou ps in the 
armed forces and the prog ress being made to 
eliminate the dru g problem among serv icemen 
were sharply emphasized Su nday by Air Force Lt. 
(len Daniel “Chappie” James Jr. 
James was the speaker Su nday as the Depart­ 
ment of Nebraska American Leg ion 55th annu al 
conv ention wou nd u p bu siness for 1973. 


Made an honorary Nebraska admiral by Gov . 
J. James Ex on, the 30-y ear Air Force v eteran said 
y ou 'd be su rprised at how many people tu rn their 
back on the military forces of the United States. 


“You 'v e g ot too mu ch inv ested in y ou r cou ntry 
to bu rn it down.” the black g eneral said, so “I say 
to minorities that not all is rig ht — we hav e another 
mile to ru n — bu t we now hav e a better track su r­ 
face to ru n on” than we ev er had before. 
Hitting hard on the theme of making this cou n­ 
try better, rather than tearing it down or fleeing to 
another nation, the principal depu ty assistant 
stHTetary of defense in pu blic affairs said, “I sense 
Lincolnite Suggests 
Campaigning Limit

A nov el plan to limit the campaig n 
ex penditu res of incu mbent officeholders 
according to their nu mber of y ears in of­ 
fice has been proposed by a 33-y ear-old 
Lincolnite interested in political reform 
Bill Harris, who left his teaching posi- 
t ion at East Hig h School to dev ote some 
time to citizen activ ities in g ov ernment 
and politics, thinks the proposal cou ld 
remov e some abu ses from campaig n 
financing . 


Harris is considering the possibility of 
establishing a new citizens org anization 
called Nebraska Non-Partisans to 
promote the idea and other “Tru ly non­ 
partisan prog rams," inclu ding defense of 
the non-partisan Leg islatu re. 


“Ou r political process is weig hted in 
fav or of the incu mbent,” Harris noted in 
an interv iew. 
“It is my observ ation that nearly all 
campaig n spending abu ses can be traced 
back to incu mbents 
Special Interest Appeal 
“After all. they are the ones who hav e 
the ability to appeal to special intere.st 
g rou ps and to actu ally collect for fav ors 
performed throu g h their office or 
throu g h leg islation ” 
The non-incu mbent officeseeker is “at 
a g reat dollar disadv antag e from the v ery 
ou tset of the campaig n,” Harris said. 


For not only does the incu mbent hav e 
g reater access to campaig n contribu tions, 
he also has all the adv antag es of office, in­ 
clu ding tax pay er su pport for his activ ities 
and a fav ored position in terms of press 
cov erag e. 


In the case of a member of the 
Cong ress, Harris said, "he has a $42,500 
salary , franking priv ileg es to mail to con­ 
stitu ents withou t charg e, 33 hou rs of long 
distance telephone calls a y ear withou t 
cost, 18 rou ndtrips home a y ear paid for 
by tax pay ers," staff assistance in 
Washing ton and in his home state, and 
access to 
a cong ressional radio and 
telev ision recording stu dio. 
Press releases are distribu ted back 
home "telling how mu ch is being spent in 
his district — wheather he’s had any thing 
to do with the spending itself, the 
prog ram or ev en the concept,” Harris 
said . 


“And the incu mbent has a foru m in 
ev ery city in the state simply bec^au se he 
ii> an officeholder and is influ ential. He 
has bu ilt-in prestig e and ready access to 
the news media.” 
None of those adv antag es rest with a 
political challeng er, Harris pointed ou t. 
“Perhaps that is the reason why in 
1972, only 4% of the incu mbents in the 
U.S 
Hou se of Representativ es were 
defeated. It’s hard for me to believ e we 
Kiv e that many ou tstanding cong ressmen 
that shou ld be sent back y ear after y ear.” 


Proposals to limit the time for cam­ 
paig ning or limit campaig n spending by 
all candidates wou ld only add to the ad­ 
v antag es of incu mbency , Harris said. 


“ Neither wou ld solv e the basic 
problem of making su re the v oters hav e 
an opportu nity for a real choice in each 
election,” he said. 
Bu t limiting the ex penditu res of in­ 
cu mbents — the long er he was in office, 
the less he cou ld spend — wou ld help 
make each race for office more fair, he 
said. 
No Reason For Spending 
“There is no reason on earth for a 
senator or cong ressman who has been in 
office for 30 y ears to hav e to come back to 
his state du ring an election y ear and 
spend $100,000 or $200,000 to be re­ 
elected,” Harris declared. 
“If he has not established himself as a 
statesman by then, he does not deserv e to 
be re-elected.” 


Incu mbents, Harris said, shou ld not be 
afraid to follow the ex ample of Sen. 
Georg e Aiken of Vermont who spent 
$17 .09 in winning his fifth term in 1968. 
His campaig n spending proposal, 
Harris said, wou ld "force an incu mbent 
to ru n on his record. I think it wou ld be 
one of the fu ndamental steps toward 
making ou r elected representativ es more 
responsiv e to the people.” 


And it wou ld "streng then the two-party 
sy stem by g iv ing more of a chance to the 
‘ou t’ party ," he said. 


"This may be one w ^ for the people to 
ag ain g et control of their g ov ernment. We ] 
can’t continu e to let the money ed in­ 
terests ru n the cou ntry — for their in­ 
terests are not necessarily the people’s in- 
tere|s.” 


a saddening , dang erou s trend in some g rou ps to 
g iv e u p and preach the separate bu t equ al blanket. 
“I hav e known the winds of preju dice, oppres­ 
sion and big otry and I hav e alway s fou nd it to be 
v ery separate, bu t nev er equ al,” to adhere to su ch a 
policy .” 
Dru g Problem 
Tu rning to the dru g problem. James said 
mothers are worried abou t the situ ation and that it 
IS “one of the tou g hest problems we face.” 
Why does the military hav e the dru g problem? 
"The armed forces reflect all the ills of society 
becau se that is where the people (miUtary recru its) 
come from.” Race problems, dru g problems and 
breakdowns in discipline all start in civ iUan society , 
he said, and arriv e with the recru it into the 
military 
“Bu t we hav e made more prog ress than any 
other seg ment of society ,” he said, and cited the 
u se of the u rinaly sis test on all military ' men as a 
method of detecting the dru g u ser; a test civ ihan 
society has not y et attempted to u se or been able to 
u se with any comprehensiv eness. 
“We came u p with tests, the u rinaly sis test, so 
we wou ldn’t du mp these people back on society 
with a habit they cou ldn’t su pport,” he said. Those 
who come forward v olu ntarily are pu t in the 
hospital, not jail, he said. 
Boredom, he said, is not the cau se of dru g 
u sag e. “I’v e been in the serv ice 30 y ears and hav e 
nev er been bored to the point where 1 will start to 
kill my self with dru g s." 
“We don’t offer the cop-ou t that ’l started 
u sing dru g s becau se I was bored,”’ he said. “Bu t it 
is u p to the local commanders to reliev e the 
boredom of ou tposts.” 
He said the dru g traffic occu rs ou tside the 
g ates of military compou nds, not inside them. 
"Dru g s are not being sold in the PX,” he said. 
“We are try ing to g et the other cou ntries to 
crack down on the sou rces: the dru g pu shers and 
peddlers.” he said, “bu t we are not g oing to solv e 
the problem completely u ntil we g et the fu ll 
cooperation of other cou ntries.” 
James sing led ou t Tu rkey as one of the most 
cooperativ e cou ntries in the effort to control dru g s. 


The g eneral seemed pleased at the prog ress 
made by the armed forces toward an all-v olu nteer 
army . “Army ” referring to all branches of military 
serv ice 
Bu t he noted that du ring the month of Ju ne the 
Nav y fell 40% below their qu ota of enlistments, the 
Army 25-30% below, and the Marine Corps 7 -8% 
below The Air Force filled their qu ota, he said. 
James attacked the attitu des of society as the 
reason filling recru itment qu otas is difficu lt. 
“We hav e to remind the y ou ng people that ou r 
serv ice prov ides a respectable career.” He told a 
story of how he was once asked by an elderly school 
teacher how she cou ld ev er recommend or speak 
well of the military to her stu dents with all the 
stories of dru g s and incorrig ibility g oing arou nd. 
He said he replied that that is ex actly the 
problem. “Until we g et the teachers, chu rch 
leaders and leaders of society to back the military .” 
he said, the military will not be able to attract the 
qu ality of men it shou ld. 


“We hav e had a zero draft for ov er a y ear,” 
James noted, “and we want to see if we can hold 
the line withou t a draft." 


“Rig ht now we hav e enou g h people to main­ 
tain the standing forces in this period of peace and 
the retention rate is holding u p a little better than 
we thou g ht it wou ld,” he said.

Senate Won't Fail Test 


WASHINGTON (AP) - After 
more than two months of 
Waterg ate lessons, the Senate 
faces a test this week of what it 
has learned abou t money , 
politics and corru ption. John 
Gardner hopes it won’t flu nk. 
Gardner, chairman of the self­ 
sty le citizen’s lobby Common 
Cau se, said in an interv iew with 
The Associated Press that the 
Waterg ate scandal has brou g ht 
th e 
g rou p 
inc re a se d 
membership, v olu nteers and 
money . 
Bu t while g ood side effects of 
the scandal are being felt at 
Common Cau se, Gardner isn’t so 
su re abou t it in Cong ress. 
"I think the pu blic ou g ht to 
recog nize that while this 
shoclring story u nfolds, and has 
been u nfolding for months. 
Cong ress is doing literally 
nothing ," he said. 
"It has shown v irtu ally no 
leadership in bring ing the kind 
of remedies that wou ld prev ent a 
recu rrence of Waterg ate . . . 
“It’s a v ery odd kind of 
schizophrenia. What we hear is 
the g reat drama of the Erv in 
committee spilling ou t these 
horrors. Bu t no action. Nothing 
happnes.” 
In th e th ree years it h as b een 
in b u sin ess. Common Cau se h as 
emerged as a lead in g force for 
camp aign fin an ce reform.

The g rou p pioneered the u se 
of civ il su its ag ainst secret cam­ 
paig n donations, and is try ing to 
force disclosu re of the sou rces of 
millions of dollars collected by 
the Nix on re-election campaig n 
last y ear before a new law 
banned secret contribu tions. 
The Senate has serv ed u a 
mix ed bag of campaig n finance 
amendments for debate beg in­ 
ning Monday . 
Gardner sees some as healthy , 
su ch as the proposed indepen­ 
dent elections commission to 
police finance laws. A similar 
proposal was passed by the 
Senate two y ears ag o and killed 
in the Hou se. 
Bu t mix ed with the g ood, 
Gardner say s, are proposals that 
are reg ressiv e. 
Chief among these is a 
measu re to repeal the present 
law prohibiting g rou ps with 
g ov ernment contracts from es­ 
tablishing political fu nds. 
Leg islation to continu e the 
ban has been introdu ced by 
Sens. Williams Prox mire, D- 
Wis., and Robert T. Stafford, R- 
Vt.. 
"Frankly , we reg ard this as a 
real test," Gardner said. "We 
reg ard this as div iding the men 
from the boy s. We reg ard this as 
a real test of pre-Waterg ate men­ 
tality .” 
Commo^ Cau se h as mob ilized 


its nationwide network of 
v olu nteer telephone callers, sent 
eig ht lobby ists to the Capitol, 
and hopes to canv ass ev ery 
member of the Senate before the 
v ote is taken. 
In so doing , the g rou p will ru n 
head-on into the AFL-CIO Com­ 
mittee on Political Edu cation. 
COPE, oddly alig ned for this 
effort with certain larg e cor­ 
porations, is fig hting to repeal 
the ban, contending it redu ced 
the political effectiv eness of u n­ 
ions with g ov ernment contracts, 
inclu ding manpower training 
contracts. 
Gardner wrote to members of 
the Senate last week, sav ing that 
repeal of the ban wou ld "g rease 
the way for g ov ernment contrac­ 
tors to channel campaig n con­ 
tribu tions to candidates for 
federal office.” 
Opponents of the ban arg u e 
that it discriminates by prev en­ 
ting g ov ernment contractors 
from setting u p fu nds, while 
allowing other corporations or 
u nions to do so. 


"This is correct,” Gardner 
said in his letter, "and there is 
g ood reason for it. It is to pre­ 
v ent those who are in a direct 
bu siness relationship with the 
g ov ernment from pu rchasing 
access and influ ence throu g h 
campaig n contri^tions.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Black 
enrollment in the nation’s 
colleg es dou bled in the last fiv e 
y ears, bu t despite g ains, blacks 
still trail whites in income and 
employ ment lev els, a new Cen­ 
su s Bu reau report showed Su n­ 
day 
there was abou t the same dis­ 
parity between median family 
income for blacks and whites in 
1972 as in 1967 Abou t $6,900 for 
blacks and $11,500 for whites. 
The report indicated that 
du ring the 197 0’s, the rate of im­ 
prov ement in blacks’ position in 
the United States had slowed 
down from the “su bstantial 
social and economic g ains” of 
the I960’s. 
“In recent y ears,” it said, 
“prog ress continu ed in some 
areas—notably edu cation. 
Howev er, in some other areas no 
improv ements were noted. And 
in 197 3, blacks still remain 
behind whites in most social and 
economic areas.” 
The report said there is 
ev idence that the nu mber of 
black poor has increased in the 
last y ear while the nu mber of 
white poor has decreased. 
The censu s report deals with 
the social and economic statu s of 
the black popu lation in 1972. 
It said there were abou t 7 27 ,- 
000 blacks enrolled in colleg e in 
197 2, which was dou ble the 
nu mber in 1967. Abou t 18 per 
cent of all blacks ag es 18 to 24 
were in colleg e, compared with 
13 per cent fiv e y ears ag o. 
The nu mber of whites enrolled 
in colleg e totaled 7 .4 million in 
197 2, inclu ding 26 per cent of 
y ou ths ag es 18 to 24. 
The hig h school drop-ou t rate 
for blacks ag es 14 to 24 also 
declined, from 23.9 per cent in 
1967 to 17 .8 per cent in 1972. The 
white drop-ou t rate in 1972 was 
10.7 per cent. 
The proportion of blacks ag es 
20 to 29 who were hig h school 
g radu ates increased from 54 per 
cent in 1967 to 65 per cent in 
1972. The portion of blacks ag es 
24 to 34 with a least fou r y ears of 
colleg e increased from 5.4 per 
cent to 8 per cent. 
The report said there were 7 .7 
million blacks below the low in­ 
come lev el in 1972, abou t 33 per 
cent of the black popu lation, 
while there were 16.2 million 
whites in the low income 
categ ory , abou t 9 per cent of the 
total. 
One-fou rth of black families 
receiv e pu blic assistance income 
in 1971 compared with 5 per cent 
of white families. The propor­ 
tion of black families and 
families of other nonwhite races 
with incomes abov e $10,000 in­ 
creased from 22 per cent in 1966 
to 30 per cent in 1971. 
The proportion of white 
families abov e the $10,000 lev el 
was 54 per cent bu t blacks made 
special g ains in incomes in the 
northern and western United 
States and in some categ ories, 
their income ev en ex ceeded that 
of whites. For ex ample, y ou ng 
black families where the hu s­ 
band was u nder ag e 35 and both 
hu sband and wife worked had 
median income of $11,800, com­ 
pared with $11,206 for white 
families in the same situ ation. 


At all edu cation lev els, the 
earning s of blark male workers 
ag es 35 to 54 were su bstantially 
below those of white>.. althou g h 
improv ements were nottnl h>r 
y ou ng er blacks with colleg e 
backg rou nd 
The black popu lation i -i.tled 
23 4 million in April 1972 an in­ 
crease of 18 million in fiv e 
y ears 
The mig ration of blacks ou t of 
the Sou th continu ed, with abou t 
one-qu arter million emig rating 
to the North and West du ring the 
period. 
The majority of blacks liv ed in 
cities and metropolitan areas 
The jobless rate for blacks and 
persons of other nonwhite rai'es 
in 1972 remained at the 1971 
lev el of abou t 10 per cent, while 
the jobless rate for whites 
decreased from 5.4 to 5 per cent. 
The report said notable g ains 
hav e been made in the nu mber 
of blacks elected to pu blic office, 
with the 1972 total of 2.600 being 
dou ble the 1968 total Howev er, 
black elected officials still were 
less than one-half of one per cent 
of all elected officials 
Between 1968 and 1972 the 
nu mber of blacks in Cong ress in­ 
creased from 10 to 16; the 
nu mber in state leg islatu res 
from 172 to 238 and the nu mber 
of may ors from 29 to 83 


The Censu s Bu reau .said its 
1972 report on blacks was based 
on data from the 1970 censu s and 
from its cu rrent popu lation su r­ 
v ey s. In addition, it said infor­ 
mation also was g athered from 
sev eral other g ov ernment and 
priv ate ag encies. 


Similar reports hav e been 
issu ed each y ear for the last six 
y ears.

Blacks Still Behind Whites 


Washington — Black Americans remained far behind 
whites in most socio-economic categories ov er a fiv e-y ear period 
ending last y ear, and there were indications that the gap was 
widening in some areas, the Bureau of the Census reported. The 
median-income gap between black and white families made up 
of four persons — two adults and two children — continued to 
increase last y ear after slowly but steadily closing during the last 
decade. tMore on Page I.)

Woman Blown To Pieces 
Before Crewman's Eyes 


DUBAI 
(AP) — 
Purser 
Yoshihisa Miy ashita was helping 
a y oung Latin American woman 
adjust a reclining seat in the 
skies ov er Europe Friday when 
she ex ploded, splattenng him 
with blood and flesh. 
Thus began the hijack of the 
J apan Airlines jumbo jet that 
brought 145 passengers and crew 
to this sweltering desert airstrip 
on the Persian Gulf. 
Miy ashita, 37, described his 
ordeal at a local hospital where 
he was being treated for multi­ 
ple shrapnel wounds on the right 
side of his face and chest. 
“ The no-smoking sign was 
already off when a y oung couple 
from Ecuador — they looked 
like newly weds — asked to go to 
the upper lounge for a snack. I 
t(K)k them up and I was showing 
the girl how to use the reclining 
buttons on her swiv el seat when 
1 heard a sound like thunder,’’

“ Then I saw a non-J apanese 
come up to the lounge He was 
shouting in Spanish I heard an 
announcement on the intercom 
say ing the plane was under con­ 
trol At first I thought there had 
been an accident and the pilot 
was reassuring the passengers. 
“ Then another man came 
close to me with a pistol in his 
hand He told me if I mov ed he 
would kill me and I began to 
realize what was going on” 
Miy ashita said he saw three 
hijackers in addition to the 
Ecuadorean couple. He said one 
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was J apanese, dressed in an 
orange shirt and black beret 
“ like Che Guev ara wears.” 
Another was tall, bearded and 
Impeccably dressed in a suit. 
The pursuer said he looked like 
an Arab or a Pakistani. The third 
man was 
“ some kind of 
European.” he added. 


“ The hijackers had pistols and 
hand 
g r e n ad e s . 
The 
stewardesses told me there was 
a fourth man in the cockpit.” 
Ly ing on the floor in the 
tourist section of the Boeing 747, 
Miy ashita heard the hijackers 


order all the passengers to hold 
their hands behind their heads. 
Finally , Kich passenger was 
searched by the hijackers 
Miy ashita asked cme of the 
stewardesses to ask the hijackers 
for permission to call a doctor 
from among the passengers. 
“ At first the hijackers 
refused.” he said. “ But after a 
half-hour the J apanese hijacker 
made the call and one of the 
pa.ssengers came up. 
“ First he ex amined the dead 
lady , then me. The doctor told 
me he would ask the hijackers to 
send me to a hô pital as soon as 
we landed.” 
Miy ashita was carried out of 
the jet on a stretcher two hours 
after the plane landed. The body 
of the woman hijacker was 
brought with him. 
Hospital 
authorities said she had been dis­ 
emboweled by the blast from the 
grenade apparently hidden un­ 
der her clothes. 
Doctors said his condition was 
ex cellent and he was fit to trav el.

ev ery body ’s life for him y ou’re 
going to find that nobody likes it. 
But we are in this business and 
we are going to try to get out of 
it as soon as we can.” 
Butz spoke on the NBC telev i­ 
sion program “ Meet the Press” 


and Stein on CBS’ “ Face the 
Nation.” 
Labor Secretary Peter J . Bren­ 
nan, speaking on ABC’s “ Issues 
and Answers,” said the con­ 
tinuing wage increase guideline 
of 5 5 per cent was “ flex ible” 
and predicted that the Cost of 
Liv ing Council would approv e 
labor contracts that go abov e it 
to meet increased liv ing costs 
"We all hav e to realize we all 
hav e to make some sacrifices," 
he said “ We hav e to cooperate 
The American people hav e a 
good idea of what is good for 
them and good for the country ” 
Stein said Pha.se 4. announced 
Wednesday 
by 
Treasury 
Secretary George P. Shultz, was 
designed to “ slow down the rate 
of price increases . . . permit 
those price respon.ses. price in­ 
creases, necessary to get produc­ 
tion of most critical things, par­ 
ticularly food, and gradually 
fade out on time so we can get 
back to a free market.” 
Butz said he could not be 
precise about food increases, but 


noted; “ We'v e had a substantial 
increase in food prices in the last 
six or eight months. There is no 
question that the heav y part of 
our rise is tn'hind us 
“ Were going to .see some 
higher prices of poultry meat 
temporarily . We re going to see 
some higher prices of pork The 
price of beef remains frozen We 
fwl the price pressures under 
beef are not as sev ere as those 
under poultry and under pork ” 
Stein said increases in egg 
prices would be the first to show 
up on supermarket shelv es 
hw’ause their retail sale was the 
closest of farm products to the 
original production.

An international protest 
erupted Sunday in the wake of 
France’s start of another series 
of nuclear tests ov er the South 
Pacific 
The first dev ice was detonated 
Saturday It was suspended from 
a 
balloon 2,000 feet ov er 
Mururoa Atoll, had the force of 
an estimated 5,500 tons of TNT 
and was believ ed big enough to 
be a trigger for a hy drogen 
bomb 
The French gov ernment did 
not giv e details of the tests or 
lespond to the protests. But if 
the French follow past practice 
in the tests, conducted since 
19 6 6 , there could be two more 
ex plosions shortly , and then 
three more nuclear blasts in late 
August. 
The French in the past hav e 
waited as little as a week or as 
long as two weeks before 
triggering a second dev ice. 
J apan, 
Australia, 
New 
Zealand, Canada and Sweden all 
ex pressed their opposition to the 
tests. 
The 
J ap an e s e 
Foreign 
Ministry called on France “ to 
stop the tests immediately ” 
New Zealand will keep one of 
its warships in the Mururoa area 
as a “ silent witness” in protest 
of the tests. Prime Minister Nor­ 
man E. Kirk said. He said the 
New Zealand frigate Canterbury 


would reliev e the frigate Otago 
and stay in the area, 8 50 miles 
south of Tahiti, until the tests 
are completed. 
Pr im e Mi nist er Gough 
Whitlam of Australia charged 
that France had betray ed its 
traditional respect for the law by 
ignoring requests by the Inter­ 
national Court of J ustice to halt 
the tests. 
“ E x p l od i n g the b omb 
demonstrates the disregard of 
the French gov ernment for the 
well-being of the peoples of the 
Pacific region,” \^itlam said. 
The Australian Council of 
Trade Unions will continue to 
boy cott French goods as long as 
the tests continue, said the 
secretary of of the labor group, 
Harold Souter. 
Foreign Secretary Mitchell 
Sharp of Canada said in reply to 
a newsman’s question that his 
gov ernment hopes this will be 
the last of atmospheric nuclear 
tests. 


“ Canada is opposed to all of 
them, and we hope that both 
China and France will wake up 
to the fact that we are liv ing in a 
different world, a world in which 
we are concerned about our sur­ 
v iv al.”

Nuclear Test Ban Treaty 


Entering Second Decade

years ago the I ’nited States and 
the Soviet Union, .still siparting 
over the Cuban mi.ssiie crisis, 
vK'wed each other with thinly 
veiled hostility. Today, the two 
sii{)erpowers are hell-bent on 
detente on every conceivable 
front But the kis.s-and-make-up 
mood of 1973 probably would

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Tabitha Challenges Stevens Creek 


The Tabitha New Community, a proposed full- 
service com m unity for the aging, has been 
described as a “ unique and innovative plan" which 
should serve as a model for the rest of the country 
to copy. 
Apparently there is little, if any. opposition to 
the concept of Tabitha New Community. The plan 
envisions the construction over an eight-year 
period of five “ village clusters” which will house 
4,200 people age 55 and older. The community will 
include health care serv ices, a shopping area, small 
businesses operated by the residents and a mul­ 
titude of recreation facilities, including a golf 
cour.se. 
The 
harmonizing of architecture and 
topography would be complemented by open space 
amounting to 1 0 % 
of the community’s area 
Tabitha Development Corporation’s petition to 
rezone land east of the city limits north of 0 St. to 
accommodate the dream village is now pending 
before the City-County Planning Commission. 
While there is no opposition to the concept, 
there is considerable opposition to the location. 
The 400-acre site lies within the Stevens Creek 
Watershed. And urbanization of the Watershed is 


contrary to present city policy as articulated by the 
planning department, the Comprehensive Plan and 
the Goals and Policies Report. Tabitha New Com­ 
munity, if developed at the proposed location, is 
seen as a foot in the door for Stevens Creek 
development that is unwanted at this time. 
Proponents of the Tabitha plan, while noting 
that the private utility system would be built to city 
standards in expectation of future annexation, in­ 
sist that allowing the new community to build in 
Stevens Creek would not necessarily be the key that 
turns on full-scale development of the watershed. 


But what if it did? The time has passed when 
the city should have looked realistically at growth 
patterns and available land for development and 
concluded that planning for movement into the 
Stevens Creek watershed was a necessity. 


It would be sad, indeed, if the city lost or 
delayed this unique and needed development for 
the aging because it still refuses to face up to the ul­ 
timate certainty of Stevens Creek development. A 
good beginning in facing up to it would be approval 
of the Tabitha New Community zoning change.

Theodore Sorensen 
recalls that lYesident Kennedy’s 
"ch ief concern w’as that enough 
Southern Democrats might com­ 
bine with Republicans to pre­ 
vent the . . . two-thirds vote" 
needed in the Senate for ratifica­ 
tion. 
A ccord ingly, 
Kennedy

1963 
More than 100 nations now are 
signatories of the test-ban treaty. 
The two most glaring exceptions 
are China and Fra nce, both of 
w hich are determined to become 
full-fledged m em bers of the 
nuclear club.

The Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks 
voted to throw open its doors to black members 
last week and whether it was done more out of fear 
of legal reprisals than from a spirit of fraternal 
hospitality or moral rectitude is open to question. 
But the point is, it was done. 
Actually, another stop remains before the 
private fraternal order at last strips away its 
anachronistic racial barrier. 


Delegates to the annual meeting held in 
Chicago last week voted 75% in favor of rescinding 
the “ whites-only" membership clause, easily sur­ 
passing the required two-thirds approval. To take 
effect, 
however, 
the 
resolution 
must 
receive 
majority approval from the 2,182 local lodges in the 
nation. 
Retention of the whites-only clause — which 
has been in effect for 105 years — would have 
threatened local lodges with the loss of liquor 


licenses in several states. Court tests of state 
statutes designed to revoke the licenses of whites- 
only clubs awaited the outcome of last week’s vote. 
That very practical consideration, we imagine, was 
a major factor influencing the decision to open the 
doors. 
But just as certain is the fact that Elks in sub­ 
stantial numbers were guided by the overriding 
moral argument against discrimination. And the 
members of Lincoln lodge 80 and the other 
Nebraska lodges who worked toward removing the 
whites-only restriction are to be saluted for their 
perseverance. 
The desegregation of the Elks order after all 
this time won’t signal a stampede of social-minded 
blacks to the lodge door. But the action is sym­ 
bolically important as well as being necessary from 
a practical standpoint. It is redemption of sorts for 
the Elks and a break with the past.

Hoover And The 1970 Plan

W ASHINGTON - Of the 
many W'atergate disclosures, 
one. adjust it seems to me, has 
been somewhat misinterpreted. 
That is the plan for increased in­ 
telligence on internal subversion 
which President Nixon approved 
in July, 1970 and dropped after 
F’BI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
objected. 


Much is still not known about 
the motives and interplay of per­ 
sonalities in that affair, and may 
never be known. In the absence 
of a candid explanation from the 
White House, Nixon has been 
w idely depicted as a protofascist 
and 
th e l a te 
Hoover, 
un­ 
expectedly and inexplicably, as a 
posthumous liberal hero. The 
truth is probably a good deal 
m ore com p lica ted and a m ­ 
biguous. 


T he abandoned plan was 
worked up by Tom Charles 
Huston, then a White House 
aide, who chaired an inter­ 
agency com m ittee made up of 
heads of th e F B I, 
C entra l 
I n t e l l i g e n c e , 
D e f e n s e 
Intelligence 
Agency, 
National 
Security Agency, and each of the 
military 
intelligence 
services. 
The plan called for increased use 
of electronic surveillance and 
opening mail and burglarizing 
homes and offices of suspected 
individuals, whether American 
citizens or foreign nationals and 
diplomats. 


These are 'ugly and illegal 
methods. Since Nixon personally 
approved their use in violation of 


his oath of office to uphold 
the law, it is at least arguable 
that his action provides grounds 
for impeachment. 
B u t 
having 
said that, 
in 
fairness, one alsorhas to say that 
e a c h 
of 
N i x o n ’s 
s e v e r a l 
predecessors at least as far back 
as Franklin D. Roosevelt might 
also be subject to impeachment 
on the sam e grounds. Their 
culpability, however, would be 
hard 
to establish. They gave 
their approval with a wink or a 
nod or by silently accepting the 
successful results of an F B I in 
vestigatibn w ithout inquiring 
how such rem arkable informa­ 
tion had been obtained. They 
were shrewd enough to keep 
their distance and leave dis­ 
a g r e e a b l e 
det a i l s 
to t he i r 
attorneys-general.

With regard to “ surrep­ 
titious entry,” for example, the 


memorandum states: “ The F B I, 
in Mr. Hoover’s younger days, 
used to conduct such operations 
with great success and with no 
exp o su re. 
T h e 
in form a tion 
secured was invaluable.” 
These irregular methods were 
used only in what the F B I 
deemed 
important 
cases and 
Hoover tried to control their use 
tightly. He was always fearful 
that they would be exposed and 
his personal reputation and that 
of the bureau harmed. With ad­ 
vancing 
age 
and 
intensifying 
megalomania, Hoover became 
more fearful. 


Clyde Tolson, Hoover’s long­ 
tim e 
intim ate and 
colleague, 
used to say, “The director is 
going to go down in history as 
the greatest American of the 
20th Century, and we musn’t do 
anything to jeopardize tha t.” 


This was 
an e stim a te of 
himself that Hoover shared. In 
the mid-1960’s, he gradually dis­ 
continued unlawful methods. By 
then he was less concerned with 
getting results in particular cases 
and 
m ore 
preoccupied with 
protecting his image. F o r that 
reason and not because he had 
suddenly been converted into a 
strict civil libertarian. Hoover 
fought the White House in 1970 
when it tried to get him to revive 
these risky and illegal means. 
Old men do not like risks. 


A fascin atin g u n an sw ered 
q u estion is h ow Hoover was ab le 
to mak e Nixon kill th e p lan five 
d ays after h e first ap p roved it. 
After all, you n g Hu ston d id n ot 
con ven e th e h ead s of all th e in ­ 
telligen ce agen cies for week s of 
meetin gs on h is own in itiative. 
He was actin g on th e Presid en t’s 
o rd e rs 
an d 
re fle ctin g 
th e 
Presid en t’s d eep fear of h ostile 
d em on strators 
an d 
in cip ien t 
d omestic terrorism. Hoover h ad 
to ch an ge Nixon ’s own min d . 


Did Hoover know something 
discreditable about Nixon’s past 
that enabled him to blackmail 
him as he did many other 
politicians? Or did he merely 
hint that he would “ leak this 
plan to the press? However he 
carried his point, it is clear that 
he did not convince Nixon on the 
merits. 
Less than a year later, the 
P re s id e n t s e t up h is ow n 
intelligence-gathering unit in the 
White House, the “ plum bers.” 
One of their first assignments 
was to burglarize the office of 
Daniel E llsberg’s psychiatrist. 


Nixon th u s mad e th e fatal 
error wh ich 
h is p red ecessors 
carefu lly sid estep p ed . In h is 
fru stration with Hoover an d his 
own ob session with in tern al 
secu rity, Nixon took th e on u s of 
irregu lar, 
u n lawfu l 
m eth od s 
d irectly u p on h imself.

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Farmer's Work Cut 
By Fantastic Gadgets

Dale Kugler is a modem day 
farmer who builds some fan­ 
tastic gadgets to take the work 
out of farming. 
Kugler is described as a local 
leader in the Cozad area, an ui- 
ventor. farmer, manager, 
cattleman and leader in his 
church as well by Dave 
Stenberg. associate agent for 
Dnwson County 


Kugler decided three years 
ago that the high cost of drying 
corn and the advantages of 
feeding wet corn to cattle 
demanded Uiat he And a way to 
handle the wet com with a 
minimal loss in quaUty. 


k major problem with wet 
com IS that it spoils easily. M a 
thin layer of corn can be 
removed from the pile each day 
spoilage ran be reduced. The 
question is how do you do it. 
Cses Augers 
Kugler assembled a pair of 
augers on a traveling carriage 
that advances the augm into the 
corn pile a fraction of an inch at 
a time. The augers shave a thin 
layer from the com pile each 
time they travel back and forth 
across the face of the pile. 
Other conveyors carry the 
com to a large storage bin in a 
building with scales and mixing 
equipment that blends the wet 
corn, silage and ground alfalfa 
hay into a ration that cattle stand 
in line to eat. 


Kugler buys corn from other 
farmers in the area in addition to 
what he produces himself. The 
corn is put through a roller mill 
and then goes into the pit silo for 
storage. 


After the corn is packed into 


the silo it is covered with black 
plastic sheets held in place by 
rubber hose squeezed into a slot 
in the top of the silo wall. The 
hose is stretched which makes it 
thin, then pushed into the slot on 
top of the sheet. When the hose 
is let go it fattens up providing a 
tight seal that prevents spoilage. 
Spray System 
Kugler is experimenting vrith 
a new system of spraying a Uquid 
plastic on the silo top which will 
harden into a tight seal. 
Kugler believes the job can be 
done by one person instead of 
the present method which takes 
a six man crew all day to cover a 
huge silo. To keep the plastic 
tied down the crew weighs the 
sheets down with old auto tires 
which are difficult to use. Full of 
water when handled, they 
sometimes provide crew 
members with unscheduled 
baths and present a storage 
problem when they are not in 
use. 


“ We hope to cut the plastic 
foam into sheets and next year 
we will simply place the sheets 
on the silo and spray the cracks 
shut. We think we can patch 
holes also by spraying which 
could possibly eliminate spoilage 
entirely,” he said. 


The machine which removes 
the com from the silo is usually 
called the digger by the men on 
Kugler’s crew however one crew 
member admitted it had a few 
other names that were not prin­ 
table when it didn’t work 
“ It Ls pretty reliable now. 
About the only time it breaks 
down is on Sunday.” he .said. 
The crew tries to keep enough 
corn stored in the mixing shed to 
handle one feeding so a 
breakdown won’t leave the 3.000 


cattle in the feedlots without a 
meal. 
Run By Electricity 
The digger is run by a large 
electric motor which operates a 
hydraulic system including 
several oil powered motors 
driven from the central pump. 
Kugler doesn’t intend to get a 
patent on the system because 
they would have to be custom 
built. 


“ Everyone has a different 
sized silo. Every part of the 
machine has been patented 
before. I suppose you could get a 
patent on the system itself but 
you would have to make them 
for people and I don’t want to 
get into that,” he said. 


Kugler has a patent on some 
other devices he developed to 
remove silage with and is in the 
process of getting patents on 
other inventions he developed in 
the process of trying to find 
easier ways to get cattle fed on 
his farm 


The threat of an impending 
fuel shortage for grain dryers is 
forcing many livestock feeders 
to take a new look at Kugler’s 
methods of handling wet corn. 
More Diggers? 
Unless farmers can be assured 
of an adequate supply of fuel for 
drying grain, more livestock 
farmers will be building devices 
similar to the digger. 


The grain farmer who must 
dry his grain to sell it may have a 
better chance to get fuel if more 
livestock feeders follow Kugler’s 
lead in developing methods of 
handling wet grain in their 
feeding operations throughout 
Nebraska’s developing livestock 
belt.

Wheat farmers are getting the 
crop out this year but winter 
wheat IS different than other 
crops. Shortly after the crop is 
harvested the land is prepared 
and planted with the next year’s 
crop 
Wheat farmers look at the ban 
on exports of soybeans and are 
evaluating what ^ey ought to do 
about planting the 1974 crop. 
Should they increase production 
in the face of a certain-to- 
continue cheap food policy? 


Will there be a ban on wheat 
exports? Perhaps not, but a 
number of actions recently taken 
will cut into the demand for 
wheat by exporters. 


The government announced 
June 22 that they were ter­ 
minating the wheat rail in­ 
cremental payment program 
which has bwn operating since 
November 1964 to help pay the 
added rail cost for long hauls in 
winter. 
This may or may not affect the 
amount of gram exported, but it 
diirn sure will cut the price of 
wheat in the Midwest states, 
('uts in the farm price are always 
the result of increased costs by 
handlers. Farmers end up 
paying the cost of transportation 
by receiving lower prices. 


Cutting prices or limiting price 
increases via export bans, ceiling 
prices or whatever you do, also 
limits the incentive to produce. 


Dairymen are finding their 
expenses rising faster than in­ 
come and are eliminating the 
poor producers or quitting all 
together. 


Nationally the cut in dairy cow 
numbers is the largest in several 
years. A dairy equipment 
salesman who operates in Mon­ 
tana told me he knows of more 
than 2,000 dairy cows up for sale 
in his state. 


Once a dairy cow goes to 
market she produces a few hun­ 
dred pounds of stew meat and 
hamburger but never again 
produces milk . . . needless to 
say. she produces the meat only 
once.

Dr. W. J. Visek. of Cornell, an 
NU graduate in 1947 has 
expressed concern over the 
latest “ discovery against meat” 
in an article in Calf magazine. 


Visek notes a British study 
blaming ammonia produced in 
humans from meats for cancer 
of the colon 


There is apparently a 
relationship between how much 
meat a population eats and the 
number of people who die of 
cancer. 


Dr. Visek points out that peo­ 
ple in the meat eating nations 
tend to live longer “ well past 47” 
than people in the non-meat 
eating countries and simply live 
long enough to die of something 
other than diseases that pick off 
those who live in countries 
where meat is unavailable. 


Tobacco producers are selling 
more of their product than ever 
in spite of the cancer scare . . . 
maybe this will increase meat 
consumption. Anyway, it is 
something else to worry about.

It was kind of interesting to 
read that the National Farmers 
Union (NFU) and the National 
Farmers Organization (NFO) 
both made the President’s of­ 
ficial list of enemies. 
That must make the other 
farm groups feel sort of left out. 


It occurred to me that the 
Soviet Union and other Com­ 
munist countries have similar 
lists of “enemies of the people.” 
They put these folks to work 
felling trees, digging coal, etc. in 


a prison camp. 


Personally, I would sort of 
hate to be running a prison camp 
with Tomy Dechant, National 
Farmers Union president, and 
Oren Lee Staley, president of the 
National Farmers Organization, 
in it. Those two would take the 
place over in no time.

Folks who feel the grain sale 
to Russia and the high prices 
farmers are getting are bad 
should take a look around the 
neighborhood and at themselves. 


The state is taking in record 
amounts of cash from income 
taxes and sale taxes.

Every one who really wants a job 
can find something to do. It 
might not be in his field but 
there are jobs of some kind.

Equal Property Values A Dream?

Equalization of tangible 
property values between coun­ 
ties is looking more and more 
like a pipe-dream than a likely 
occurrence in Nebraska's im­ 
mediate future. 
An assessment-sales ratio 
chart for 1972 prepared by the 
Nebraska Department of 
Revenue’s property tax division 
would indicate none of the 93 
counties assessed their real es­ 
tate and personal property at the 
statutory 35% level. 


The extreme was exemplified 
by Arthur County which 
reported an aggregate sales price 
of $221,035 on five transactions 
assessed at $41,510 — only 
18.7%. 


And it is regarded as unlikely 
that the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion and Assessment will 
attempt to alter assessed 
valuations submitted by the 
counties at its July 30 meeting. 
The board has shied away 
from altering the abstracts sub­ 
mitted by the county boards 
since 1969 when the courts stood 
behind the counties’ contention 
that the upward adjustments 
lacktHi uniformity 
Authority Bolstered 
Nevertheless, the board’s 
sagging authority was bolstered 
this spring when the Nebraska 
Supreme Court stood behind the 
board’s decision in 1972 to 
rinerse a 20'% valuation roll­ 
back ordered by Sioux County 
Sioux County officials knocked 
20' 
off a professional reap­ 
praisal because they claimed the 
new valuation was greater than 
those of neighboring counties 
The Supreme Court main- 
tainixl that the state board’s ac­ 
tions “ are clothed with the 
presumption of validity” and 
placed the burden of proof that 
the board’s action was 
capricious on the counties The 
court also added stature to the 
use of professional reappraisals 
by the tax commissioner. 


This year, two counties have * 
asked the hoard to approve * 
valuations for 1973 that are « 
lower than their 1972 valuations. • 


valuation, $65 million; 1972 
valuation. $67 million); the other 
is Kimball County, which 
claimed a $12,000 reduction in 
actual values from 1972. 
A Department of Revenue of­ 
ficial reported there is apparent­ 
ly ‘‘no good reason” why 
Hitchcock’s valuation should be 
lower this year.

Where valuations are 
lower, mill levies must be cor­ 
respondingly higher to generate 
the same revenue

WASHINGTON (AP) - Some • 
of the same kind of secret J 
listening devices employed in • 
the W’hite House can be found in « 
virtually every federal govern- • 
ment agency, according to a ^ 
report by Federal Times, a • 
weekly newspaper for govern-« 
ment workers 
• 
Some 52 federal agencies 
spent $137.000 last fiscal year on 
electronic listening devices, said 
a report prepared for publication 
in Tuesday’s edition. 
The newspaper said these 
agencies include the Federal 
Aviation Administration whose 
chief, Alexander P. Butterfield, 
unexpectedly revealed the 
existence of the White House 
listening devices to the Senate 
Watergate committee in­ 
vestigators last week. 
Most government agencies 
employ these devices, despite 
federal regulations prohibiting 
their use. the newspaper said. 
Among the gadgets are tape 
recorders wired to telephone cir­ 
cuits and so-called "push-to- 
talk” telephones which allow 
listening without being heard. 
The newspaper reported that 
officials in the Department of 
Transportation, parent agency of 
the FAA. denied that such 
equipment was being used or 
that It permitted the monitoring 
and recording of telephone con­ 
versations. 
The department has installed 
10 telephone recording devices, 
mainly for sending recorded 
messages, the spokesman said. 
The devices are used primarily 
by the FAA and Coast Guard 
during search and rescue 
operations, he said. 
The regulation authorizing 
monitoring and recording of 
private conversations in national 
security cases requires the ap­ 
proval of the attorney general. 
The spokesman said that only 
the Coast Guard might be 
expected to become involved in 
national security cases. 
The newspaper said that a 
number of federal employes in 
various agencies, including the 
transportation department, have 
refused telephone interviews in 
recent months, stating they 
believed their telephones might 
be tapped.

OMAHA. Neb . (AP)—Charges 
of alleged inhuman conditions 
for women held in the Omaha 
City Jail will b e answered late 
this week 
Pub lic Safety Director Al Pat- 
tavina said he will meet Friday 
with Police Chief Richard 
Andersen and representatives of 
the Mayor’s Commission on the 
Status of Women 
The commission's law en­ 
forcement committee, headed 
b y Mrs Marge Higgins, has b een 
studying complaints since March 
of women held in the jail She 
has prepared a list of complaints 
for city officials. 
A major one. she said is that 
women are not given mattresses 
or b lankets while in jail. 
She said the official response 


was that the numb er of women 
processed through the jail is 
minimal and in most cases the 
wome n a r e r e l e a s e d or 
transferred to the county jail 
within 12 hours.

A multi-state meeting will b e 
held Aug 8 & 9 to estab lish the 
groundwork for challenging the 
federal authority to dictate 
terms of state highway safety 
programs. 
Neb raska Motor Vehicles 
Director John Sullivan said, in 
an interview, the meeting in Lin­ 
coln resulted from a resolution 
adopted b y the Midwestern 
Governors (Conference asking for 
a unified approach among the 
states to the prob lem. 
At stake for Neb raska is the 
potential loss, after next year, of 
not only $1 million a year in 
federal funds for highway safety 
programs, b ut $4 million in 
highway construction funds as 
well. 
The issue is whether the 
federal government’s Highway 
Safety Administration has the 
authority to tell states how to 
run their programs to the point 
of imposing requirements on the 
various legislatures. 
Earlier, Gov. J. J 
Exon 
received a letter from federal of- 
ficials which said unless 
Neb raska met a list of five 
legislative requirements, 
fun­ 
ding in the two areas would b e 
suspended after 1974. 
Other states received similar 
letters, which prompted Exon to 
place the issue b efore the 
M i d w e s t e r n 
G ov e r n or s 
Conference. 
Sullivan said onginally the 
meeting was to involve only 
gub ernatorial safety represen-

tatives in the midwestem region 
But he said since word of the 
plans has b een distrib uted, he 
has received requests from 
Tennessee and other states to b e 
allowed to participate 
Exon, in a reply letter to the 
federal officials, accused them 
of using dictatorial powers 
which Congress had no intention 
of giving them the authority to 
use when the highway safety 
program was estab lished 


Sullivan said the meeting 
would cover generally “federal- 
state relationships.” 


The highway safety program 
issue, he said, would serve as the 
focal point of discussions as the 
one area requiring immediate 
action. 
Exon and Sullivan contend the 
federal legislation creating the 
safety program on a national 
b asis gave the primary respon­ 
sib ility for administration and 
planning to the states 
On that b asis, they said the 
federal government has no 
b usiness getting into the affairs 
of the states and especially not 
to the point of requiring legisla­ 
tion

Taken as a whole, it is ev ident 
that the public is relativ ely con­ 
tent to go along with the dis­ 
tribution of tax es by different 
gov ernmental jurisdictions as it 
has actually emerged in recent 
y ears. At the federal lev el, 
although there has been talk of a 
“ v alue added” or sales tax . the 
income tax appears to be solidly 
entrenched. At the state lev el, 
the sales tax has largely risen to 
dominance, although many 
states now hav e income tax es 
and these appear to be rising in 
popular acceptance. 


In many way s, the results at 
the local lev el are most signifi­ 
cant, Local gov ernment, es­ 
pecially the cities, is hard put to 
find new sources of rev enues. 
There has been much said about 
the public rev olt against the 
property tax . Indeed, no more 
than 24 percent feel that the 
property tax is the “ fairest” way 
to finance local serv ices.

is the nearly one in four persons 
who now accept the graduated 
income tax as the best way to 
raise public funds on the local as 
well as the state and federal 
lev el.

HONG KONG (AP) - A 
crowded bus plunged off a 
hillside road into a rav ine on an 
outly ing Hong Kong island Sun­ 
day .

Another 12 persons 
were listed in critical condition 
in Hong Kong hospitals and 11 
more were hospitalized with less 
serious injuries.

Implicit in these results is the 
highly significant fact that the 
American people do not 
necessarily adv ocate a tax

Ov er and 
abov e the matter of straight-out 
self-interest, the question of 
“ fairness” play s an important 
part in public opinion. The peo- 
|:8 e themselv es appear to be 
sav ing that some tax es that hit 


them harder than others are 
both necessary and equitable for 
financing gov ernment at all 
lev els. 
Coming to such a conclusion is 
not easy for people these day s. A 
majority of 55% believ e they do 
not receiv e their “ m oney ’s 
worth” on the tax dollars they 
pay . Nev ertheless, no matter 
how much disenchantment ov er 
politics and gov ernment might 
be abroad in the land in mid- 
1973, the public is still prepared 
to pay for the serv ices it ex pects 
f r o m

This time o f y ear, it’s difficult to catch any thing but 
bullheads, crappie, bluegills, and catfish, but o nce in a 
while o ne o f tho se rare o ccurrences happens ~ 
largemo uth bass start hitting. 


The place: Blu estem I.ake. The tim e: early morning 
and twilight. The bait: frogs. 


No w so me anglers are go ing to shudder and turn 
away — tho se dedicated to the art o f fishing with ar­ 
tificials — but fo r tho se that aren’t so cho o sy , that’s ho w 
y o u can catch them this time o f y ear. At least, fo r the pre­ 
sent. 
“ We get them do wn deep," say s Ro llie Kemperer. “ I 
fish with them o ne way and Wes (Hansen) uses ano ther, 
but we still hav e to go deep fo r them. 


“ If y ou hav e one of those d epth find ers, y ou ’v e got a 
simple job of it ail, bu t y ou better know the lake if y ou ’re 
going to find some of those d eep holes,’’ he ad d s. 


Kemperer uses a depth finder fo r his purpo se. And he 
fo und a surprisingly deep ho le in the no rth end o f the 
lake. 
“ It (the bo tto m) really fell away ," the Linco lnite 
ex plained “ So we just dro pped anidio r and threw o ur 
lines o v er We didn’t hav e instant strikes o r any thing like 
that, but we did catch a few largemo uth bass." 


Harness Vs. Hook 


Kemperer simply ho o ks the fro g thro ugh bo th lips 
and puts a sliding sinker o n his line large eno ugh to take 
the fro g do wn, y et with eno ugh drag o n it so the fro g has 
to swim back to the surface slo w. 


“ That really pu lls them in," Kem per say s. “ It’s a 
natu ral action that y ou can’t get with artificials and the 
bass really go for it. 


“ Wes uses a harness to r his fro g," he say s. “ But I 
think that’s a little mo re awkward to use than just 
ho o king them He do es sav e mo re fro gs than I do . but I 
think I hiiv e a little better luck my way ." 
Just befo re the rains started last week, the pair 
returned to Bluestem and tried purple wo rms and small 
spinners, but didn't hav e any luck at all. 


“ Then we went back to the frogs," Kemperer say s. 
“They ’re not the big hoppers — kind of small, actu ally — 
bu t they su re prod u ce the action. 


“ We caught fo ur o f them that av eraged abo ut three 
po unds The largest went 4*2 po unds." he adds. 
Then the actio n died do wn and the pair mo v ed to the 
so uth end o f the lake where they used small grassho ppers 
to entice a few bluegill o nto the ho o k 


“ We cau ght a mess of blu egills," Kemperer say s. 
“ We cau ght so many of them that we threw most of them 
back and ju st kept the big ones. There’s no sense in being 
greed y ,” he say s grand ly . 


That was befo re the rams, ho wev er, and any thing 
co uld change no w One thing that Kemperer added was; 
“ With the rains, the bass just might co me up o ut o f tho se 
deep ho les The rains will co o l o ff the water so the ar­ 
tificials might be the answer nex t time o ut But we’ll hav e 
a few fro gs alo ng just in case"

alone win a tou rnament." Littler 
said . "This is the greatest thrill 
I'v e ev er had ." 
Littler d id not retu rn to the 
1972 tou r after his su rgery . He 
rejoined his fellow pros in 
Janu ary , and his highest finish 
u ntil Su nd ay ’s v ictory had been a 
fou rth-place tie in the Danny 
Thomas Memphis Classic, the 
third weekend in May .

Littler finished one stroke 
ahead of Bru ce Crampton, the 
tou r’s lead ing money -winner this 
y ear, who bird ied the 17th hole 
to pu t pressu re on Littler. On the 
18 th green Littler need ed to sink 
an eight-foot pu tt and he took his 
time on the tou rnament-winning 
shot. 
Littler whistled as he walked 
slowly arou nd the hole to read 
the green, then he whacked the 
ball into the hole and d ropped 
his clu b to ju bilantly swing his 
fist in the air.

Mrs. Berning out together 
eight pars and one bogey on the 
front nine and caught up to par 
on the back nine with a birdie on 
the 15th, a par five 461-yard hole. 


On the 378-yard, par-four sixth 
hole, which she bogeyed, she hit 
a right bunker for the fourth day 
in a row. Her bird on the 15th 
came on a 15-foot putt. 


“ I didn’t miss a green, but I 
sure hit a lot of traps.” she said.

If a businessman wants to sur­ 
vive the aftermath of the 
overheating, he should begin 
now to adjust his policies to the 
next chapter Specifically, to-day 
in a seller’s market, instead of 
kicking customers around and 
implying that they’re lucky to be 
getting merchandise, this is the 
time to express sincere thanks 
for orders. 
This is the moment to inspire 
employes to achieve better job 
.security by being nice to people 
and by performing well before it 
IS competitively necessary to do 
so. At times of layoffs, prudent 
managers don’t drop their most 
efficient workers 


Despite the prevailing boom, 
there are indications of a coming 
change. For the third straight 
month the rate of rise in new 
orders has dropped. The incre­ 
ment pace in new orders is 
slower than the rate of increase 
in production, forshadowing a 
rise in inventories. Raw material 
inventories have been elevated 
since February 1972 every

month except one. The building 
up of raw material Inventories 
springs from a recognition of 
shortages, irregular deliveries 
and lengthening lead time. But 
creative managers, instead of 
being mere cogs in a machine, 
should begin to concentrate on 
assuring their solvency when 
business moderates. This means 
restraint in accumulating inven­ 
tory through bank loans at peak 
interest rates. A willingness to 
moderate abnormal profits will 
enhance strength for riding the 
coming readjustment, however 
mild or otherwise. 


As for comsumers. a change of 
buying habits is desirable When 
lettuce is scarce and tomatoes 
plentiful, it’s prudent to build 
salads around the latter With 
sirloin steaks in the stratosphere 
energy and nourishment can be 
bought for a smaller monetary 
outlay through chucks 
Insides changing items in the 
food basket according to supply 
and demand fluctuations, those 
who want to make their 
depreciated dollars go further 
can shift from charge and deliver 
food stores to "cash and carry-” . 
Eating at home is cheaper since 
restaurants need a 40% mark up 
on food. 


On vacations, the foreign 
exchange crisis stresses the 
w isdom of ‘‘See .America First." 
In Europe the dollar buys more 
in Portugal, Spain, Greece and 
the Balkans than in France, Ger­ 
many and England, and more in 
foreign rural areas than in big 
cities. Those going abroad 
should acquire before leaving 
our shores sufficient foreign 
currencies to meet projected 
expenses, thus avoiding being 
stranded. 
The prudent, instead of trying 
to guess price changes should 
concentrate on seeking out 
values in proven growing com­ 
panies with strong survival 
prospects. Certainly those who 
invest on the "dollar averaging” 
principle shouldn’t discontinue 
now

Francisco dealer Cory Marcus. 
He explained that prospective 
coin customers, fearful of new 
dollar devaluations, ‘‘are Icwking 
to put their money in something 
that’s going to increase in 
value." 
Sales in his store have risen 
steadily since January with 
customers eager to invest in 
coins and lOG^unce silver bars, 
Marcus said. 
Though possession of gold 
bullion has been illegal since the 
nation’s move off the gold stan­ 
dard, "gold coins are readily 
available” and legal to own, he 
added. 
Gold coins that might be good 
investments 
include uncir­ 
culated U.S. $20 pieces, or "dou­ 
ble eagles." Mexican 50 peso 
coins, and British sovereigns, 
said Marcus 
His father, Richard, who 
started the store 24 years ago, 
said, “ Silver dollars are a better 
investment than gold." 
A roll of 20 uncirculated U S. 
silver dollaR the shop retailed 


for $75 last year now costs $116, 
he said. 
"It’s just unbelievable,” an 
employe of a San Francisco coin 
dealer said of the store’s recent 
gold rush. 
“ The first customers would 
.say, " I didn’t know you could 
own that," said Sue Ann Cree. 
She said the Mexican gold 50 
peso coin, sold last year for $125, 
now brings about $200. 
International gold prices fluc­ 
tuate. but "gold never goes 
down far enough" to make it a 
bad investment, she said 
A 
100-ounce silver bar, 
bringing $220 last year, now 
costs $349, she added. 
Buyers should be cautious of 
counterfeit coins and dis­ 
reputable dealers, however, she 
said. 
San Francisco dealer Dean 
Witter said his own business has 
doubled since 
1971 and 
explained that gold coin trade 
opportunities "are unlimited if 
you want to fool around with 
that stuff. 


He said he favored rare coins 
as investments, "because they 
are in limited amounts." 
Saying there is an economic 
limit to heights gold and silver 
prices may reach, he contended 
persons should be "aware they 
can lose as well as win.” 
"If I had $1,000 I didn’t know 
what to do with. I ’d Invest in 
stocks," the dealer said. 
"Buy silver and gold, but don’t 
put all your eggs in one basket,” 
said dealer Joe Escove.

Europeans To Focus On U.S. 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) - 
C o m m o n M a rket fo reig n 
ministen prepared fo r separate 
meetings in two cities Mo nday to 
discuss eco no mic and po litical 
matters with a single theme: 
relatio ns between the United 
States and Western Euro pe. 
The meetings were scheduled 
in Co penhagen and Brussels,

When the nine ministers 
decid^fl to discuss o ther subjects 
the same day as the co uncil 
m eetin g , F rench F o reign 
Minister Michel Jo bert insisted 
they do it so mewhere else than 
Brussels.

Go rdo n Strachan, who wo rked 
fo r H R. Haldeman, will face 
the Watergate panel in the early 
part o f the week. Haldeman and 
Jo hn Ehrlichman are due to 
fo llo w him 
in the Ho use, the running bat­ 
tle o v er spending between Presi­ 
dent Nix o n and Co ngress will be 
renewed. Actio n is scheduled o n 
a b ill tha t w o uld perm it 
Co ngress to halt the impo und­ 


ment o f funds by the President. 
The bill wo uld also set a spen­ 
ding limit fo r the go v ernment in 
fiscal 19 74 o f $26 7.1 billio n, $1.6 
billio n under Nix o n’s budget. 
Numero us mino r bills, ap­ 
pro priatio ns bills and Ho use- 
Senate co nference agreements 
are o n the agenda o f bo th ho uses 
as they try to clear their calen­ 
dars in preparatio n fo r a mo nth­ 
lo ng recess starting Aug. 3 . 
The campaign refo rm bill in 
the Senate wo uld set an o v erall 
ex penditure lim ita tio n in a

candidate. President Nix o n is 
believ ed to hav e spent abo ut $5 0 
millio n in his re-electio n cam­ 
paign. 
The ceiling wo uld be arriv ed 
at by setting a limit o f 20 cents 
fo r each perso n o f v o ting age 
po pulatio n in the campaign area. 
Fo r members o f the Ho use that 
wo uld be a co ngressio nal dis­ 
trict. fo r senato rs a state, and fo r 
presidential candidates, the na­ 
tio n. 


A celling o f 15 cents per v o ter 
wo uld be applied to primary 
campaigns. 
The bill wo uld limit indiv idual 
co ntributio ns to $15 ,000 fo r a 
presidential candidate and $5 ,- 
000 fo r a co ngressio nal can­ 
didate, with a to tal o f $100,000 
fo r any o ne family .
